November general election ballot set 

McAnelly drops out of District 4 magistrate's race

With the passing of the 
Aug. 12 filing deadline for 
the non-partisan Liberty City 
Council and mayor’s races, 
along with the two school 
board seats up for grabs, the 
ballot is set. But not without a 


few last minute filings. 

In the city council race, the 
order by which the candidates 
will appear on the Nov. 6 bal¬ 
lot has been set, said Casey 
County Court Clerk Casey 
Davis. 

“In the non-partisan city 
council race, Brian Beeler, 
Mitchell Phillips, Jim Worley, 


Jim Ellison, Larry Bowmer, 
Carla Wesley Turner, Greg 
Hansford, Nick Scott, Brad 
Vaughn, and Doug Johnson 
will be on the ballot in that or¬ 
der,” Davis said. “For mayor, 
it’s Andy Lawhom and then 
Steven Brown. School board 
District 2 Joey Tucker and 
Anthony Edwards. District 3 


school board candidate Mi¬ 
chael Turner is unopposed,” 
Davis said. 

To determine ballot order, 
Davis said that the names are 
put into a hat and then chosen 
until the hat is empty. 

Beeler, an incumbent city 
councilman, had previously

A stroll on the beach excites 
the senses, with the smell of calm 
sea breezes, sea salt, and ocean 
spray. 

That’s the sensation that Jordan 
Meece wants purchasers of his 
signature body fragrances to cap¬ 
ture and treasure on a daily basis. 

A self described “cologne ad¬ 
dict,” the 23-year-old entrepre¬ 
neur from Liberty has developed 
a line of colognes for men and 
perfumes for women that are be¬ 
ing marketed world-wide through 
American Coastal Co., a company 
he founded two years ago. 

The hallmark men’s cologne is 
Aqua 41, a fragrance Meece took 
more than a year to refine. 

“We had more than 100 ver¬ 
sions and I wanted it to be abso¬ 
lutely perfect,” he said. 

Throughout that year of testing,

Meece said that the one thing that 
he insisted on was the quality of 
the product. 

“Quality was first. When it 
comes to fragrances you buy in the 
marketplace, you may be looking 
at Armani, Dolce & Gabbana, Gu¬ 
cci, or Prada. They’re made in the 


same factory mine are made in. 
The company I work with makes 
the world’s leading fragrances 
in France and they have offices 
in New York and New Jersey,” 
Meece said. 

But with major brands like Gu¬ 
cci and Armani comes a higher 
price to wear a fragrance bearing 
their names. 

“They’re great quality prod¬ 
ucts but they’re super expensive 
— anywhere from $80 to $100. 
And, you’re buying a brand name 
which is great but if you can get 
something that’s better quality at 
half the price, it’s senseless not 
to,” he said. 

Meece describes Aqua 41 as a 
unisex fragrance that’s part flo¬ 
ral and part fruity, a combination 
that’s “citrusy and super-clean.” 

“When you smell it, it smells 
like the ocean — sand, beach

Crystal Michelle Lange, 41, 
of 260 Dillon St., Liberty, and 
also known as Chrissy Vaughn, 
was arrested at her home on Aug. 
13 by Chief 
Steven Gar¬ 
rett and Dep¬ 
uty Chad 
G. Weddle 
and charged 
with two 
counts of 
endangering 
the welfare 
of a minor. 

Accord¬ 
ing to the arrest citation, two 
children, ages 3 and 2, were wan¬ 
dering around the Shopko park¬ 
ing lot about 8:20 a.m. 

The apartment where the chil¬ 
dren live with Lange is approxi¬ 
mately 200 yards from the store, 
Garrett said. Shopko employees 
took the children into the store 
and called police. 

Police walked with the 3-year- 
old in the neighborhood for 40 
minutes trying to find where the 
children live. 

The apartment manager at 
Riverdale saw Lange outside and 
alerted her to come to Shopko. 

Lange, a foster parent, is em¬ 
ployed at Walnut Hill Elemen¬ 
tary School as an instructional 
aide or classified employee, said 
Casey County School Superin¬ 
tendent Marion Sowders, adding 
Lange has been suspended with 
pay pending the outcome of the 
case. 

Also, the two children who 
were with Lange are with Social 
Services. 

As to whether Lange will con¬ 
tinue in her role as a foster par¬ 
ent, a spokeswoman with the 
Cabinet for Health and Family

Casey school board approves prior year tax rate 


What is the ‘prior year rate? 

By taking Prior Year Rate, the tax rate would 
increase .1 cent per $100 valuation. 

A taxpayer with a house valued at $50,000 would pay $.50 more. 
Ataxpayerwitha house valued at $100000 would pay $100 more.

The Casey County School 
Board voted and accepted the 
prior year tax rate for the fiscal 
year 2015. 

Michael Turner’s motion 
to increase the current tax rate 
by 4 percent died for lack of 
a second. 

Member Anthony Edwards 
then countered with a new mo¬ 
tion to take the prior year rate. 
The motion was seconded by 
Vice Chairman John Cox. 

“This is always a hard deci¬ 
sion to make,” said Chairman 
Ken Coffman. “You want to 
do the best you can for the 
kids and give consideration 
to the people that have to pay 
this too.” 


The board approved the 
motion to accept the prior 
year rate, which will raise the 
current tax rate of 43.5 per 
$100 assessment for both real 
and personal property to 43.6 
cents per $100 assessment for 
fiscal year 2015. 

This is an increase of. 1 cent 
per $100 valuation, which 
translates to an increase of 50 
cents annually for property 
owners assessed at $50,000 
and $ 1 for those owning prop¬ 


erty valued at $100,000. 

The increase in revenue 
from the tax will amount to 
approximately $86,821 in 
FY15, said Deena Randolph, 
Director of District Wide Ser¬ 
vices. If the board had selected 
the 4 percent rate, $166,619 
would have been raised. 

The General Fund tax lev¬ 
ied in FY 14 from the 43.5 cent 
rate generated $2,232,633. 

The proposed FY 15 tax rate 
increase to 43.6 cents is ex¬ 


pected to produce $2,319,454, 
Randolph said. 

Randolph presented a de¬ 
tailed tax revenue report to the 
board, including the tax rates 
that the Casey District has 
taken in the past. 

In FY 2013, Casey County 
took the 4 percent increase 
and had a rate of 43.5. 

Turner said the 4 percent 
increase makes the most sense 
to him and he thinks the teach¬ 
ers in the district deserve it. 

Randolph reminded board 
members that there will also 
be a mandated 2 percent raise 
next year. 

“We received SEEK (fund¬ 
ing from the state) revenue 
of $10,067,561 in FY14,” 
she said. “We have not yet 
received an updated SEEK 


calculation (since April 
2014), but I am projecting 
our FY15 SEEK revenue to 
be $10,216,806. Out of this 
$149,000 increase we have to 
provide for a mandated 1 per¬ 
cent pay raise, which will cost 
approximately $81,000.” 

According to Randolph’s 
report, Casey County’s to¬ 
tal assessment has gone up 
$8,209,770 or 1.3 percent, 
which she said may be related 
to the nearby nursing home’s 
assessment, which was rather 
high. 

“I was told that our assess¬ 
ment could possibly be con¬ 
tested and therefore it may 
go down in the future at some 
point,” she said.

The end of 
a dynasty 


One of the definitions 
of the word dynasty in 
Webster’s Dictionary is 
“a powerful family that 
maintains its position for a 
considerable time.” 

So it is that I like to think 
of the Burkhards’ tenure at 
The Casey County News as 
a dynasty. 

When Mrs. Burkhard 
died recently, her death 
wrote finish to the newspa¬ 
per dynasty that began in 
Chanute, Kansas in 1947 
and ended some 28 years 
later when the paper was 
sold to Newspapers, Inc. 
and then later obtained 
by Landmark Community 
Newspapers of Norfolk, 
Va. 

Of course, the story of 
the Burkhard era, grand as 
it was, would be incom¬ 
plete without the mention 
of Ralph Perry. Fred Bur¬ 
khard was teaching a print¬ 
ing class in a vocational 
school in Chaute. Ralph 
was one, probably the best 
one, of his students. When 
Fred and Esther decided to 
buy the newspaper from 
Otis Thomas, whose fa¬ 
ther, Henry Thomas, had 
put out the first issue way 
back in 1904, they brought 
Perry to Casey County. 

Ralph was a part of The 
Casey County News staff 
for many years as a lino¬ 
type operator. He married 
Lois Walls, daughter of J. 
Lee Walls of Indian Creek. 
She was a good singer and 
sang with the Little Egypt 
quartet and probably oth¬ 
ers. 

Fred and Esther were the 
parents of two fine chil¬ 
dren, John and Elanor. Fred 
was a deputy coroner under 
George Edwards and so 
was invited to ride around 
with law officers while 
they investigated various 
crimes. He loved this role 
and received many stories, 
first hand, for the newspa¬ 
per this way. In those days, 
the county judge presided 
over county court where 
such cases as public drunks 
were disposed of. Edgar 
Price, and later Garfield 
Griffin, were the county 
judges at the time and they 
and Fred were good bud¬ 
dies, so Mr. Burkhard had 
an open door to the court, 
which furnished many an 
article for print. 

Mrs. Burkhard ran the 
business end of the paper, 
handling the accounts, and 
the payroll. She was also 
chief proofreader, whose 
word as to spelling and 
punctuation was law. She 
checked every item, ev¬ 
ery article, that went into 
the paper. In later years, 
she hired several different 
girls at various times to 
help her. 

With the exception of 
maybe Christine Edwards,

all the work in the back 
shop, the actual production 
part, was done by young 
men. The paper furnished 
employment for a bevy of 
men and ladies, and still 
does. 

In those days county 
newspapers were filled to 
overflowing with columns 
from correspondents, 
mostly women, who re¬ 
ported all the doings in 
their community. So was 
The Casey County News. 

We had news from La- 
bascus to Gum Lick to 
Riffe Creek and some 45 
other communities. 

Wauda Coffey and 
Jesse Anderson wrote the 
Yosemite column for de¬ 
cades, always interesting 
reading. Our society lost 
something valuable when 
we got so sophisticated 
that we longer cared to 
read such items about our 
neighbors, such as — “Mr. 
and Mrs. Joe Hines mo¬ 
tored to Cincinnati last 
week to visit relatives. Mrs. 
Hines bought a hat while 
there;” or, “Jack Thomas 
killed a copperhead near 
his chicken house that 
measured over three and 
a half feet long. He nearly 
stepped on it and had to set 
down awhile to get over 
it.” (These are not actual 
items, but similar.) 

During the early years 
the paper consisted of only 
eight pages and only four 
of these were local items. 
The other four pages came 
to the shop already printed 
with national news, fic¬ 
tional stories, etc. Fred 
soon changed all this to a 
completely local publica¬ 
tion. 

I worked (and loafed) for 
the Burkhards for around 
25 years. Others who were 
employed at various times 
were Pat Patterson, Ken¬ 
neth Brown, Ernie Huff, 
Howard Wilkerson, Valias 
Vaught, B.D. Vaught, Paul 
Bell, Billy Whited, Junior 
Clark (later a deputy un¬ 
der Sheriff Carl Meece), 
and Randall Vaught. All 
but Billy, Randall and I 
are deceased. We went on 
to work for Landmark, an¬ 
other fine company, for an¬ 
other half century or more. 
But that is another story. 

PS. Were there such 
thing as a newspaper in 
Heaven, we have a pretty 
good idea of who would be 
running it.

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Wheels on the bus go round and round for how long? 


Walnut Hill Elementary School parents question students'lengthy bus rides

The grandmother of a Wal¬ 
nut Hill Elementaiy second 
grader is wondering why 
her grandson’s bus ride to 
and from school is so long, 
especially when the distance 
between their home and the 
school is only 10 miles. 

Linda Miller of Dunnville 
said she couldn’t help but no¬ 
tice that her grandson, Mar¬ 
shall, not only has to get up 
earlier for the bus this year, 
but he’s getting home later. 

‘‘Normally Marshall was 
picked up at 6:35 a.m. and at 
school in less than an hour,” 
Miller said. “But now, I have 
to get him up before 6 a.m. 
because the bus comes to get 
him at 6:15.” 

Miller said she wouldn’t 
mind getting him up and 
ready that early, since she’s an 
early riser, but what bothers 
her is the fact that Marshall 
doesn’t actually get to school 


until 7:40 a.m. 

“That’s almost an hour and 
a half that he’s riding the bus 
to school in the morning,” she 
said. “And it’s only 10 miles 
from here.” 

The ride home from school 
isn’t any shorter for Marshall. 
WHE dismisses students at 
2:45 p.m. every day and Mar¬ 
shall’s ride lasts for more than 
an hour. 

“For some reason, Mar¬ 
shall isn’t getting home until 
4:00 p.m. every day,” Miller 
said. “Again, that is over an 
hour that he is riding the bus, 
to go 10 miles.” 

After the first three days 
of school, Miller decided she 
wasn’t going to put Marshall 
on the school bus and instead, 
her husband, who is retired, 
is taking him to school in the 
morning. 

“We only have one vehicle 
and it’s a standard transmis¬ 
sion, which I can’t drive,” 
Miller said. “If my husband 
wasn’t retired and at home, 
we wouldn’t have any choice 


in this at all.” 

Not everyone has two ve¬ 
hicles, she said, so what are 
they supposed to do? 

Marshall 
isn’t the 
only WHE 
student liv¬ 
ing in the 
area. 

Accord¬ 
ing to Mill¬ 
er there are 
at least 

three other 
households 
on her road 
that attend 
WHE, 
some of 
which get 
picked up 
even ear¬ 
lier than 
Marshall, 
at 6:05 a.m. 

Realizing that Marshall 
was in the care of the school 
district for almost 10 hours a 
day, Miller decided to contact 
Casey County’s Transporta¬ 


tion Director, Craig Griffin. 

Griffin informed Miller 
that two bus routes had been 
removed by the Board of 
Education, 
due to a 
reduced 
number of 
kids being 
transport¬ 
ed. 

Griffin, 
facing a 
shortage of 
bus driv¬ 
ers, has 
been driv¬ 
ing school 
buses each 
morning to 
ensure that 
all routes 
are cov¬ 
ered. 
“We 
have a huge shortage of driv¬ 
ers,” Griffin said. “I’ve done 
everything I can, beg, steal, 
and borrow trying to find bus 
drivers and it’s just difficult. 
We’re getting kids to school 


on time and we’re not over¬ 
loaded, so that’s the way it’s 
going to be.” 

Superintendent Marion 
Sowders said that he was un¬ 
aware that parents were upset 
about the school bus sched¬ 
ules at all. 

“I haven’t heard from any 
parents with concerns about 
the bus routes but I would 
love to speak with them,” 
Sowders said. 

Sowders said during the 
budget process, the board was 
trying to be the most efficient 
with their resources. 

“Some of the bus routes 
had veiy few students living 
in certain areas,” Sowders 
said, “As far as the reason for 
the length of the bus routes 
this year, I would have to sit 
down and look at the route.” 

Miller said she has no quar¬ 
rel with the Casey County 
school system, or the super¬ 
intendent. 

“We have a great school 
system here and a wonderful 
superintendent who has our 


kids’ best interests at heart,” 
Miller said, “But we’re re¬ 
quiring so much from our 
children and not giving them 
the best we can. I know we 
can come together and find a 
way to work around it. It’s not 
a problem, but a challenge.” 

Three other families, ac¬ 
cording to Miller, have taken 
their children off of the bus 
route. 

“On another bus route, a 
group of families are meeting 
the bus at a designated stop, 
taking their children off the 
bus, and taking them the rest 
of the way home themselves 
so they don’t have to ride the 
bus for so long,” she said. 

Miller said now that they 
are driving Marshall to WHE 
in the mornings, they are trav¬ 
eling an additional 100 miles 
a week. 

“We regard our district’s 
achievements so highly, but 
there is a problem here we 
aren’t seeing,” she said.

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New band director working to bring back the Marching Rebels

Jordan Williams can play 
any instrument you can imag¬ 
ine. Not only can he play, but 
he can teach students how to 
play as well, and that is just 
what he’ll be doing at Casey 
County High School. 

As Jennifer Denney re¬ 
signed from her position as 
CCHS Band Director, Wil¬ 
liams, who has worked part 
time with CCHS student mu¬ 
sicians for the past few years, 
will be taking her spot. 

Originally from Lee 
County, Williams said his 
wife, Sarai Wethington, is 
from Casey County and 
loves it here. 

When the opening for 
CCHS Band Director pre¬ 
sented itself, Williams said 
it wasn’t a hard decision to 
make. 

“I’ve worked here for the 
last four to five years,” Wil¬ 
liams said. “We both really

love it here.” 

The most exciting notion 
of Williams’ new role is the 
resurrection of the iconic 
Casey County Marching 
Rebel Band, which he has 
already started working on, 


he said. 

“We’ve had a lot of com¬ 
munity support right off the 
bat,” Williams said, “and that 
has been really nice. I know 
they want to see the return of 
the Marching Rebel Band.” 

A University of Kentucky 
music education graduate, 
with an emphasis in percus¬ 
sion, Williams has an exten¬ 
sive musical background. 

As a student teacher at Gar¬ 
rard County High School for 
two years, Williams created 
the first-ever Indoor March¬ 
ing Percussion Ensemble in 
Garrard County’s history, a 
group which later went on to 
be Tri-State Champions. 

Under Williams’ leader¬ 
ship as Paris High School’s 
band director, the marching 
band became state finalists. 

Needless to say, Williams 
is ready for the job at hand 
and according to former 
CCMS teacher, Lydia Cof¬ 
fey, he has already accom¬ 
plished a great deal in a short 


amount of time. 

“He set up a website for 
the band where he posts new 
information and people re¬ 
spond back,” Coffey said. 
“He’s working on a booster 
club and uniform designs, as 
well. I don’t think they could 
ever pay him enough money 
for what he’s willing to put 
in.” 

Coffey, who doesn’t be¬ 
lieve there is anyone who 
will work as hard as Wil¬ 
liams, said she is confident 
that the band will continue to 
grow under his leadership. 

“Williams has an immense 
talent and he’s a good person 
through and through,” Cof¬ 
fey said. “He’s a solid indi¬ 
vidual and he relates so well 
to kids.” 

In addition to directing the 
CCHS band, Williams will 
also be leading the CCMS 
seventh and eighth grade 
bands, whose roster keeps 
on growing. 


“At our open house we 
had 12 kids signed up for our 
middle school band,” Wil¬ 
liams said. “As of today, that 
number is now 51 students, 
which is really exciting.” 

His vision, Williams said, 
is to create great musicians 
and great people. 

CCHS Principal Josh 
Blevins said he is very ex¬ 
cited about the new band di¬ 
rector and the great ideas he 
is bringing with him. 

“He’s very energetic and 
focused,” Blevins said. “He’s 
already on the recruiting 
trail. We’ve had to pull new 
chairs into the classroom for 
kids to sit in because it keeps 
growing.” 

Blevins said that Williams 
is quickly building student 
rapport and finding new 
ways to get the kids interest¬ 
ed in the program as well as 
helping them see the benefits 
of being a part of it. 

The desire for the return of 


the Marching Rebel Band is 
also something that the com¬ 
munity shares, Coffey said. 

“A lot of the old band 
members in the community 
are really excited,” Coffey 
said. “The kids are excited 
too. There are a lot of people 
out there that know what mu¬ 
sic and the band has done for 
them in their life and I think 
they’ll all be on board to help 
with anything they can.” 

As a teacher, Coffey said 
many of her students were in 
the band and she could see 
what the band did for them 
as individuals. 

“There’s something about 
being in a program like this 
that keeps kids motivated to 
do their best,” Coffey said, 
“and I think music ties into 
their overall academics.” 

The first meeting of the 
band booster club is sched¬ 
uled for Friday at 6 p.m. in 
the CCHS band room.

The report states the 
R/E assessment increased 
$7,101,268 and the Tangible 
Property Assessment in¬ 
creased $1,723,122. 

“That is great compared to 
the prior year change, which 
was an increase of only 
$663,701,” Randolph said. 

According to the law, when 
a taxing district votes to ac¬ 
cept the prior year rate, a pub¬ 
lic hearing must be advertised 
and held so that the public 
may voice their reactions to 
the change. The hearing has 
been set for Sept. 4 at 7 p.m. at 
the Board of Education build¬ 
ing. 

In other business, the 
board: 

■ Heard Superintendent 
Marion Sowders say that 
he is proud of how well the 
first few days of the 2014-15 
school year have gone and 
commended the board and 
school principals for their 
hard work and planning.

Stephens used the previous 
year’s attendance percentages 
for each school and calculated 
how much money they would 
have received overall, accord¬ 
ing to how often they met the 
district goal of 95.75.

A & S Proteins closed on 
U.S. 127

The animal rendering plant just north 
of Russell Springs on U.S. 127 will no 
longer operate at that location follow¬ 
ing an agreed upon permanent injunc¬ 
tion last week in Russell Circuit Court. 

Earlier this year, several residents 
near A & S Proteins filed a lawsuit in 
Russell Circuit Court saying that the 
facility’s odors had a direct impact on 
their health and well being, causing in¬ 
jury to the plaintiffs and their proper¬ 
ties, including medical injuries, mental 
distress and emotional injuries. 

The Kentucky Department of Ag¬ 
riculture had also filed suit, claiming 
violation of Kentucky law relating to 
disposal methods and requirements. 

Additionally, Russell County School 
Board filed a suit due to the near prox¬ 
imity of the facility to Russell Springs 
Elementary School. 

The three plaintiffs sought and re¬ 
ceived on April 17 an injunction to pro¬ 
hibit the rendering plant from operat¬ 
ing. 

On Aug. 12, all parties, including the 
owners of A & S Proteins, agreed to a 
permanent injunction prohibiting the 
operation of the plant at the U.S. 127 
location. 

Man seeks release from 
federal prison

Aaron Glasscock has served more than 
15 years in prison for a crime he said he 
didn’t commit. He has 11 more years to 
go, but that could change soon. 

A new federal law took effect earlier 
this year that could result in Glasscock 
being released from prison sooner than 
expected. 

In April, the U.S. Department of Jus¬ 
tice announced a new clemency initia¬ 
tive for inmates who met six criteria: 

- They are serving a federal sentence 
and would likely be serving a shorter 
sentence if convicted of the same of¬ 
fense today. 

- They are non-violent offenders with 
no ties to large-scale criminal organiza¬ 
tions, gangs or cartels. 

- They have served at least 10 years 
of their sentence. 

- They do not have significant crimi¬ 
nal history. 

- They have demonstrated good con¬ 
duct in prison. 

- They have no history of violence be¬ 
fore or during their imprisonment. 

Glasscock meets all six criteria, 
which means the remaining part of 
his sentence could be reduced from 11 
years to five or six. 

Glasscock is currently serving a 30- 
year sentence in a federal prison in Lex¬ 
ington. 

In March of 1999, he was arrested 
and later convicted for helping his fa¬ 
ther distribute cocaine. However, he has 
always maintained his innocence. 

“There is that small voice of doubt 
that always loves to rear its ugly head,” 
Glasscock wrote in an email to the En¬ 
terprise. “That is because the reduc¬ 
tion is not guaranteed. A motion must 
be filed to the sentencing court arguing 
how a reduction in my sentence would 
not impose a threat to public safety, di¬ 
minish the seriousness of my offense, 
etc. I am in the process of preparing that 
motion now.”

No change in state's 
jobless rate

Kentucky’s seasonally adjusted pre¬ 
liminary unemployment rate for July 
was unchanged from the revised 7.4 
percent in June, according to the Office 
of Employment and Training. 

The preliminary July jobless rate was 
1 percentage point below the 8.4 per¬ 
cent rate recorded for the state in July 
2013, according to a state news release. 

The U.S. seasonally adjusted jobless 
rate rose to 6.2 percent in July from 6.1 
percent a month ago, according to the 
U.S. Department of Labor. 

Labor force statistics, including the 
unemployment rate, are based on es¬ 
timates from the Current Population 
Survey of households. It is designed 
to measure trends rather than to count 
the actual number of people working. 
It includes jobs in agriculture and those 
classified as self-employed. 

In July, Kentucky’s civilian labor 
force was 2,035,440, a decrease of 
15,523 individuals compared to the pre¬ 
vious month. Employment was down by 
13,231, and the number of unemployed 
declined by 2,292. 

In a separate federal survey of busi¬ 
ness establishments that excludes jobs 
in agriculture and people who are self- 
employed, Kentucky’s seasonally ad¬ 
justed nonfarm employment increased 
by 9,100 jobs in July from the month 
before, and by 26,300 positions since 
July 2013.

The Casey County girls’ 
soccer program begins its 
second season this week, 
looking to build on the start 
from 2013.

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Casey County man faces 17 count indictment

A man who led law en¬ 
forcement officers on a high 
speed chase in July, striking 
four police cmisers before be¬ 
ing stopped, has been indicted 
on multiple charges. 

A Casey County grand 
jury returned a 17 count in¬ 
dictment on Aug. 11 against 
Brandon Cole Roy, 33, of 749 
Red Hill Road, Liberty. 

Charges include speeding, 
first-degree fleeing or evading 
police, four counts of first-de¬ 


gree wanton endangerment, 
first offense DUI, operating 
a motor vehicle while li¬ 
cense suspended or revoked, 
resisting arrest, four counts 
of first-degree criminal mis¬ 
chief, leaving the scene of an 
accident, no/expired registra¬ 
tion plates, failure of owner to 
maintain required insurance, 
second or subsequent offense, 
and first-degree persistent fel¬ 
ony offender. 

The indictment states that 
on July 22, Roy’s having fled 
from police created a danger 
to Sheriff Jerry Coffinan, 
deputies Chad G. Weddle and 


Dennis Allen, and Trooper 
John Boyd. 

Roy led these and other of¬ 
ficers on a 40 minute chase 
from the Creston area on West 
Ky. 70 that ended on Ky. 49 
at Steel’s Knobs, when Roy 
drove across spike strips in 
the road and was eventually 
forced to a stop. 

Additionally, Weddle said 
that Roy refused to show of¬ 
ficers his hands as he sat in his 
disabled car, and once they 
had him out of his vehicle, he 
resisted arrest to the point of 
being tazered twice in order 
to subdue him. 


In other indictments: 

■ Jesse D. Galloway faces 
a count of second-degree bur¬ 
glary and theft by unlawful 
taking, $500 or more, but less 
than $10,000. The indictment 
states that on March 13, Gal¬ 
loway went into Gary Schu¬ 
bert’s residence and took an 
iPhone and $120 cash. 

■ Emma Mae Bailey, also 
know as Emily Harris, is ac¬ 
cused of second-degree crim¬ 
inal possession of a forged in¬ 
strument. Court records state 
that Bailey forged a check on 
Bethany Poff’s account for 
$85 and cashed it at Daven¬ 


port’s Grocery. 

■ Russell L. Emerson was 
indicted on charges of first of¬ 
fense unlawful possession of 
a meth precursor and second- 
degree persistent felony of¬ 
fender. 

■ Brittany Emerson faces 
a charge of first offense un¬ 
lawful possession of a meth 
precursor. Court documents 
indicate that on June 5, Em¬ 
erson had in her possession 
and intended to use products 
to manufacture meth. 

■ Jonathan L. Luttrell had 
a charge of first offense cul¬ 
tivating marijuana, five or 


more plants, amended to cul¬ 
tivating marijuana, less than 
five plants and his case sent 
back to Casey County Dis¬ 
trict Court. 

■ Also, a direct submit 
case to the grand jury resulted 
in an indictment not being 
returned against Geraldine B. 
Fletcher on a charge of first- 
degree criminal abuse, child 
12 or under. 

Editors Note: An indict¬ 
ment is a legal accusation 
and does not imply guilt or 
innocence. 


Woman gets probated sentence on drug charges

A Casey County woman 
will spend five years on 
probation on multiple drug 
charges. 

Appearing before Casey 
Circuit Judge Judy Vance on 
Aug. 11, Samantha Gosser 
Whited, 25, of 433 Trammel 
St., Liberty, was sentenced to 
five years in prison, probated 
for five years, on charges of 
first-degree promoting contra¬ 
band, second-degree promot¬ 
ing contraband, first offense 
illegal possession of a legend 
dmg, first offense trafficking 
in a controlled substance, sec¬ 
ond-degree possession of a 


controlled substance, first of¬ 
fense third degree possession 
of a controlled substance, 
possession of marijuana, pos¬ 
session of dmg parapherna¬ 
lia, first offense trafficking in 
a controlled substance, two 
counts of first offense second 
degree traffic in a controlled 
substance, less than 20 dmg 
units. 

According to court records, 
Whited was arrested on Aug. 
14, 2013 in the Dairy Mart 
parking lot by Deputy Jamie 
Walters and charged with 
public intoxication of a con¬ 
trolled substance, first-degree 
and second-degree first of¬ 
fense possession of a con¬ 
trolled substance, and pos¬ 


session of marijuana. Court 
records state that Whited told 
Walters she had taken Xa¬ 
nax and used marijuana that 
day. Walters found a partially 
smoked marijuana cigarette 
and a small amount of mari¬ 
juana. She also had rolling pa¬ 
pers along with a Oxycodone 
and a Subaxaone tablet. 

Additionally, Whited was 
also arrested at the Casey 
County Detention Center 
about two hours later that 
same day by Walters and 
charged with first and second- 
degree promoting contra¬ 
band, illegal possession of a 
legend dmg, and first-degree 
first offense possession of a 
controlled substance.

DCBS takes each of these 
allegations extremely seri¬ 
ous and our first priority 
for our children in care 
is to provide them with 
a safe, nurturing experi¬ 
ence while in foster care,” 
stated Gwenda Bond, As¬

Director in the Cabinet for 
Health and Family Servic¬ 
es in Frankfort. 

Additionally, Bond stat¬ 
ed that “regulations exist 
regarding required back¬ 
ground checks for both 
current and prospective 
foster homes, which pro¬ 
vide guidance on whether 
a home can be approved 
based on past criminal 
charges or substantiations 
of maltreatment.” 

Lange was released on 
Aug. 13 on her own re¬ 
cognizance after being 
booked into the Casey 
County Detention Center.
